ner chang’d again, juft with, or but a Day 
fore the Change of the Muon ; this Pa- 
_ per was wrote on the 18h. and in that 
Time it had held up but two Days: with 
- furious Winds, and {uch prodigious Quan- 
tity of Rain, that feveral People and Cattle 


Floods, and Abundance of Corn, that be- 
_ jing on low Grounds was ftanding in the 
Shock, has been loft—————-This put the 
Country intoa fad Diforder, and the Peo- 
ple began to apprehend a general Lof of 
their Hacveft, and confequently a Dearth— 
For the greateft Pare of the Subfiftance of 
the Poor, being the Corn with which they 
make cheir ordinary Food, b-fides Bread ; 
“they cannot fo well bear the Lofs of a Years 
Corn as we can, the old Stuck heing very 
rarely able to fupply them for two Year, 
About the 13th. the Raias ceafed for two 
Days, and it was hop’d a good Part of the 
Corn might be fav’d ; but on the 15th at 
Night, came on a moft terrible, heavy, 
fettled Rais, which for near 30 Hours 
rain’d with an unufual Violence, and it is 
to be doubted, has finifh’d the Rain of the 
Country———— It has heen a lamentable 
Sight to fee a great and plentiful Crop of 
Corn lying perifhing on the Ground, 


1. Part of the Cora green and onripe, 
and this wet Seafon happening wken 
the Year is fo far declin’d, no Proba- 
bility thar it can ripen at all. 

2, The ftanding ripe Corn fhaken with 
the Wind, and b-aten down with the 
Weight of the Water, lies rotting on 
the Ground, and is likely te ferve 
only for Dutg to the Land in many 
Places. 

3. The Corn that being cut down is 
ftanding in the Shock, by the con- 
tinued Wet growing in the Ears, and 
there having not been fair Weather 
enouzh in the Intervals to dry it and 
carry it home.
